"When you subtract off the $1.5 
million EPA loan, the $400,000 
motor fuel tax for road repair, tlie 
$245,000 from the senior fund and 
the $100,000 for the skate park, 
we're under where we were last year 
(by nearly $500,000)," he said. 
^"That'sKieven with budgeting in 
^j^^fot legaL fees fbr the 
Deercrest and Neumann Homes 
lawsuits."

Though Porch and Larson still 
protested voting, not on tlie merits 
of the budget but because they had- 
n't had a chance to read through it 
thoroughly, Haley stressed the 
irriportance of approving the bud- 
get. 

"We need this approved," he 
said. "We're at the end of the first

For those driving around 
Antioch Township between 8 p.m. 
on June B and 1 a.m. on June 9, spe- 
cial care should be taken to avoid 
"risk taking behaviors." The Lake 
County Sheriffs Dept., working in 
conjunction with the Illinois State 
Police, will be stopping vehicles for 
obvious violations as well as making 
random stops as part of a roadside 
safety check program. 

"Education and enforcement is 
the two-pronged focus of the road- 
side safety check," said Chief Fred 
Heidecke.

"WiUi the 
good weatlier, there is an increase in 
traffic and alcohol consumption. 
Drivers should be especially vigilant 
to avoid unsafe driving behaviors."

Photographer Michael Brown of 
Antioch captures "the wonder and 
beauty of life" using an antique Super 
GrapWc camera. This 4^ 
old camera is completely manual. Certainly it 
is slower to operate than a modem automatic 
camera, but an amazing image quality is 
obtained. Tliis makes it his tool of choice for 
his fine art photography. . 

A Step-By-Step" Process 

Michael's camera is reminiscent of those 
seen in old movies. It is a big camera with an 
accordion-like bellows mounted on a sturdy 
tripod. Michael drapes a dark cloth over his 
head in order to view and focus tlie image on 
the ground glass. Tlie image he sees is upside 
down and backward. While under the dark 
clotli he uses a magnifying glass to make sure 
the image is in critical focus. Wlien everything 
is perfect he uses a hand held light meter to 
determine the exposure time required. 

Next Michael places a single 4" x 5" sheet , 
of color film in the camera and releases the 
ftii shutter witli a cable release. One frame of film 
is 12 times larger than a 35mm film 
negative.The large negative allows Michael to 
create pictures witli extremely fine grain juid 
exquisite detail. Tliis enables him to make 
enlargements up to five feet wide witJi great 
detaillAfter processing the film, he color bal- 
ances each of his fine art photographs. He may 
darken or lighten certain areas of tlie image to 
ake the most beautiful and expressive print 
possible. Michael may work for weeks on 
printing certain images before achieving the 
desired look in.the finished print. He personal- 
ly selects the mat and frame for each finished 
photograph; His wife assists him in the matting 
and framing of the photographs. 



History of a fine 
art photographer 

Miciiacl Brown grew up in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. His interest in photography 
began in high' school where he took photog- 
raphy classes. Michael has been a part-time 
photographer for over 25 years, specializing 

in fine art photography for the last five 
years.

It is not uncommon for Michael to shoot 
his pictures very early in the morning or late in 
the evening. He has been known to drive to 
Lake Micliigan at 4 a.m. to get in a prime 
moment of photography. Tlhese are the incred- 
ible moments of life that his pictures reveal!

Michael Brown's fine art photography is 
shown at llie Deer Patli Gallery in Lake Forest, 
the College of Like Coiuity Gdleiy in Grayslake, 
and tiie Wliitefish Bay Gallery in Door County, 
Wisconsin. He will be displaying work at the 
Antioch Fine Arts Foundation Gallery. 

The Antioch Arts and Craft Show was the 
first show Michael ever participated in. He 
has since exhibited at about a dozen shows in 
the Midwest.

This award is one of 
many awards he has received. He is thankful 
that his photography has been selected for 
special recognition.

After missing for nearly three 
months, two children, a girl 15- 
months-old and her 'l-ycar-old 
brother, were finally reunited with 
their distraught mother at O'llare 
Airport. Other family members were 
on hand to welcome the children 
home, and although the mother was 
glad to liave her children home, the 
reunion was understandably emo- 
tional. 

If it were not for the uxlraordi- 
nary efforts of Park City Police officer 
David Alarcon, these children niight 

still be missing. 

The mother, Maricela Servin, 30, 
reported her children missing in 
mid-March when her husband, Jose 
G. Arroyo-Diaz, 31 , of the 2700 block

Guanjuato state police began their 
investigation and discovered the suspect had 
fled to the state of Mexico ;ind was just outside 
of Mexico City. 

It seemed autliorities were always one step 
behind Diaz and his family members in Mexico 
were not being cooperative. 

"We received great cooperation from the 
Mexican police and tliey were extremely hclp- 
. ful," said Alarcon. Tlie Mexican police had gone 
so far as to put tlie pressure on family members 
to reveal the whereabouts of Diaz. At one point 
tliey had some Diaz family members under 
constant surveillance, according to Alarcon. 

Meanwhile, Alarcon stepped up his efforts 
and kept calling many of the family members, 
as did the children's moUier. "All we cared 
about was getting the children back safely," 
said Alarcon. The phone calls and the pressure 
fVom Mexican law enforcement worked. 

"The father dropped both children off at 
the home of one of the mother's uncle's home 
in Guanjuato. Tlie uncle in return contacted 
local authorities, which then contacted Park 
City police. Unfortunately the fatlier fled before 
authorities could caphure him and he Is still on 



tlie loose in Mexico." 

"We have an arrest warrant for parental 
kidnapping, a class IV felony which carries a 
prison sentence of 3 to 7 years. If he returns, he 
will be arrested," said Alarcon. 

Tlie aunt picked up tlie children and flew 
into Dallas, Texas. Wlien tliey got off of die 
plane, an immigration officer was waiting. The 
officer escorted tlie trio to immigration, helped 
with the fomis and walked them to tlie line to 
go tlirougli customs. 

Afterwards, llie officer escorted tlie trio to 
tlie plane bound for Chicago. "They were just 
so very helpful." 

"It is important for the people of Park City 
to know that as small as tliis community is, we 
liike care of our people." 

Wlien tlie plane arrived in Chicago; Officer 
Alarcon and Chief Luff were waitingat the gate. 
Tliey escorted the aunt and two children to a 
waiting area where the mother and other fam- 
ily members were anxiously awaiting for their 
arrival. 

"It's cases like tliis tliat shows tliat the Park 
City police department is dedicated to semng 
their community," said Alarcon.

■ scheme, which hegan witli his bid for election 
for Lake County Sheriff The lawsuit was filed 
under the Racketeering Influenced and 
Corrupt Organizations Act (RICO) and offers 
details of the scheme, which includes' extor- 

:. .tlon and bribery. 

Whitniore's suit claims that Del Re 
received bribes in the form of campaign con- 
tributions from two towing services and that 
he was forced to contribute $250 to Del Re's 
campaign. He further alleges that Del Re 
threatened towing operators with reduced 
business if tliey did not contribute, claiming 
Del Re sent letters inviting towing operators to 
-purchase fund-raising tickets. 

Part of the lawsuit alleges that Max 
Johnson's Auto Center of Beach Park would 
make legal campaign contributions and a 

■ direct casli payment to Del Re in exchange for 



more towing area. The suit alleges further that 
monies were paid by Johnsonf'pn JiinevlO, 
1990. On August 26, 1999, the towihgwea^^ 

shifted to Johnson. 

It is alleged that Johnson personally deliv- 
ered payments before the April 1998 election, 
and a second installment payment was made 

in June of 1998. 

The suit claims Johnson's activity in the 

bribery scheme lasted 17 months. 

The suit also names Del Re's fund-raisers 
Thomas Ciirighton, Jack Alan Diamond and 
Nick Gountanis in the suit alleging they 
helped to solicit and negotiate the sale of tow- 
ing territories in exchange for campaign con- 
tributions. 

liist month. Federal Judge Joan Gottscliall 

ruled that the lawsuit could indeed proceed to 
trial. In her ruling, the Judge felt the allega- 
tions, that there was a group enterprise'with a 
pattern of racketeering and conspiracy to 
carry out a scheme, were arguable in civil 
court.

Aggressive enforcement by Lake County police departments 
helps Illinois maintain Its reputation as a leader among the 
"get tough" stales dealing with driving while under the 
infiuence (DUl). 
Although third in population, Lake County logged the second 
highest number of DUl arrests with 5,584 in the year 2000, the latest 
figures available. This compares to DuPage County, the second 
most populous with 4,939. Lake County was in third place with 158 
"Use It & Lose It" zero tolerance violations in 2000. The law took 
effect Jan. 1, 1995, where drivers under age 21 caught with even a 
trace of alcohol in their systems will lose their driving privileges. 

Even harsher penalties were enacted by the General Assembly 
this spring. "If you disobey die law, you're going to face jail time," 
declares Sec. of State Jesse White. Some of die new legislation 
includes: 

• Creation ofa two-tier DUl system. Mandatory minimum sen- 
tencing requirements for individuals who drive at double the illegal 
limit of alcohol. (.16 blood alcohol concentration and above). 

• Penalties for driving drunk with a child under age 16 ih the 
vehicle regardless of blood alcohol level. -Penalties Include mandato-. 

ry minimum sentencing requiremenfe-jp,^.V'. '^^^ 

• Installation of blood alcohol level device on the vehicle of any 
person convicted of two alcohol-related incidents within 10 years 
when the offender is appling for driving relief 

• Individuals who commit a DUl for the fourth or subsequent 
time during a period in which the driver's license is suspended or 
revoked for a prior DUl conviction are guilty ofa Class 1 felony, 
punishable by four to 15 years of imprisonment. 

• Any person who has been sentenced to prison for reckless 
homicide will not begin serving tlie 24-month driver's revocation 
license revocation period until release from prison. 

Legislators are to be commended for targeting the most danger- 
ous drivers and repeat offenders by increasing jail time and immobi- 
lizing the offender's automobile. Tlie new laws and accompanying 
enforcement procedures are in tune with the times.

As a commencement speaker, humor colum- 
nist Art Buchwald likes to tweak graduating 
classes with lines such as Uiis:

screw it up." 

Graduation season is coming to a close diis 
weekend. Every spring some 8 million young 
Americans don gowns and mortarboards to celebrate 
their completion of high school or college. Often they 
are hot and uncomfortable in dieir Urappings and just 
want die Uiing over with so diey can party hearty. 

But, alas, many commencement speakers are 
long on wind and short on wit. Tliey weren't listening 
to the late Congressman Tip O'Neil, who once told 
an audience: "I will be brief A graduation speaker is 
like a corpse at an Irish wake; you're supposed to 
show up but not say much." 

There is a trend, fortunately, for schools to take 
this task once performed mostly by pompous peda- 
gogues and turn it over to entertainers, like 
Buchwald. Or baseball's Yogi Berra, who advises: 
"Wlien you come to tlie fork in die road, take it." 

Or Bill Cosby: "I don't know tlie key to success. 
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As lawyers who have a solid case like to conclude, and 
given die county's No. 1 tax ranking, "1 rest my case." 

Libertyville Township Supervisor F.T. "Mike" 
Graham is known for a "you love him" or "you hate 
him" image, mostly based on his stands on open 
space and what he likes to call "over-growth." The

College education often is overrated. Woody 
Allen says, "It turns out diat everything your motlier 
said was good for you, milk, red meat and college, 
are bad for you." 

In die news last week was 55-year-oId movie 
mogul Steven Spielberg, graduating from California 
State University after dropping out in his junior year 
33 years ago.

When George Ryan started his 
term in office there was a 
S1.2 billion surplus. Now 
there is a $1.2 billion to $2.5 
billion deficit after his pork budgets.

Since the whole budget went up 36 per- 
cent, let's give a 2 percent to 10 percent cut 
to each line item according to how much it 
went up previously, achieving an overall 
cut or4 percent. In addition, let's raise Uie 
tax on the rivcrboats- casinos such as 
Elgin, Aurora, and Jollet- that make an 
obscene $778 million EXCESS profit each 
year. Tliis profit Is due to die monopoly 
licenses conferred by the Slate. Let's take 
back $500 million each year. Tliis would 
still leave them with $472 million net prof- 
it, far more than any competitive (non- 
monopoly) business. 

This solves budget woes now and 
would allow toll free highways in your 
future. Explain that to those porkers.

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Deadly plaques in the arteries can now 
be identified with a simple blood test, 
researchers report in one of the first stud- 
ies of its kind. The study was published in 
today's rapid access Circulation: Journal of 
the American Heart Association. 

Researchers examined the hearts of 
people who had died suddenly to deter- 
mine if they had stable or ruptured 
^^plaques iri.^ vessels. They also

"Our research provides the first indica- 
tion that CRP is a risk factor for atheroscle- 
rotic vascular disease and sudden death," 
says lead investigator RenU Virmanii M.D., 
a researcher with the U.S. Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology in Washington, D.C. 

Scientists have known for some time 
that elevated CRP in the blood indicates 
damageib arterial WailSi However, until 
now It has not been known that blood lev- 
els also correlate to levels within plaque 
and its vulnerabfllty to rupture, says 
Virmani. 

"This is the first time it has been linked 
to sudden death from cardiovascular dis- 
ease," she says. "If circulating CRP levels 
are elevated, there are more vulnerable 
plaques. It is that simple. It is very impor- 
tant to identify vulnerable plaques in order 
to begin treatment." 

C-reactive protein can increase 1,000- 
fold in the bloodstream in response to 
acute infection, trauma, burns, and other 
inflammatory conditions. It is also released 
into the bloodstream when blood vessels 
leading to the heart are constricted or 
damaged. 

Virmani and her colleagues examined 
post-mortem blood samples and arteries 
from 302 autopsies of men and women 
lacking any inflammatory conditions other 
than atherosclerosis. These included 73 
deaths from arterial blockages caused by 
plaque rupture or erosion, 71 in persons 
with stable plaque, and 158 controls - peo- 
ple who died of non-cardiac sudden death 
without any conditions associated with 
elevated CRP levels. 

Along with CRP levels in plaque and in 
blood serum, the overall plaque burden on 
the heart, total cholesterol, diabetes, smok- 
ing history, and body mass index was. 
determined for each subject. The number ' 
of thm-cap plaques per heart also was !■ ^ ' 



determined. These plaques, also called 
atheroma, are composed of cholesterol, 
lipid materials and lipid macrophages - 
large cells within artery walls that ingest 
other microorganisms, cells and foreign 
matter. Those with thin caps are the least 
stable and most likely to rupture unexpect- 
edly. CRP Ifevels were compared and sub- 
jects were stratified into highest and low- 
est quintiles. 

"It's exciting to think we may be able to 
detect the culprit Ies|on that might kill a 
patient," explains^yifmSn^ are peo- 

ple walking around wittf high CRP levels 
who have no idea they are at risk because 
all the other signs appear normal. CRP is 
the only abnormality that gives rise to 
heightened risk of sudden death once fac- 
tors such as pneumonia and other condi- 
tions that raise CRP levels are factored 
out." 

The researchers found the median CRP 
was 3.2 micrograms per milliliter (ug/mL) 
in acute plaque rupture; 2.9 ug/mL in 
plaque erosion; 2.5 ug/mL in stable 
plaque; and 1.4 ug/mLin the control 
group. 

In the study, 52.8 percent of people 
whose plaque had ruptured had serum 
CRP levels above 3 ug/mL, compared with 
20 percent43f controls. About 39 percent of 
peopid with eroded plaques had levels, 
above 3 . Ug/mL,- and 35 percent of individ- 
uals with stable plaque had levels above 3 



ug/mL. 

Previous studies have shown that base- 
line plasma levels of circulating CRP can 
predict risk of future stroke and heart 
attacks. In unstable angina, elevated CRP 
levels are associated with poorer disease 
prognosis. This study shows CRP is also 
significantly elevated in patients with 
coronary artery disease, both with and 
without acute coronary thrombosis. 

The only other predictor of sudden car- 
diac death besides CRP was cigarette 
smoking. About 70 to 80 percent of people 
With eroded plaques were smokers com- 
pared with 40 percent of people'with sta- 
ble plaque. . ; " 

"In the future, all patients should have 
their CRP levels checked. That way we can 
intervene with lifestyle counseling and 
drugs like statins and aspirin," Virmani 
says. 

The special staining of CRP used in this 
study is still an experimental tool and only 
a few large hospital laboratories can per- 
form the procedure, says Virmani.

Citizens who would like to have 
them tested should contact the Health 
Department at 847-949-9925. To be con- 
sidered for testing, birds should have no 
signs of decomposition, trauma, or obvi- 
ous causes of death and should be dead 
for less than 48 hours. 

WNV was identified in the New York 
City area in 1999. Since then, it has been 
detected in 28 states. Over the past year it 
was detected in Florida, Louisiana, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, as well as 
Illinois. Six birds collected in Lake 



County in ZOOl^tested-pbsitiye for the 
virus. A dead crow collected in north- 
western Kane County was recently con- 
firmed as the first bird In the Midwest to:

People get West Nile encephalitis 

from the bite of a mosquito that is infect- 
ed with WNV. Following are some sug- 
gestions to limit exposure to mosquitoes: 

•Don't allow Siagnant water in your 
yard (such as in bird baths and old tires) 
or to pool in gutters and downspouts. 
One important breeding area often over- 
looked by homeowners is the backyard 

swimming pool. 

•Make sure house screens are in good 
repair. 

•Use mosquito repellent containing 
25 percent to 35 percent DEET when it is 
necessary to be outdoprs; Apply it spar? 
ingly to. exposed skin prcloth indi- 
cated on the repellent label. Consult a 
physician before using repellents on 
young children. 

•Wlien outdoors, wear long pants and 
a long-sleeved shirt, socks and shoes. 

•Horse owners should take precau- 
tions to minimize exposure to their ani- 
mals to mosquitoes. A vaccine to protect 
iioses from WNV became available last 
year. 

WNV is not spread by person-to-per- 
son contact or directly from birds to peo- 
ple. A mosquito becomes infected by bit- 
ing a bird that carries the virus. The 
infected mosquito can then transmit 
WNV to humans and to other birds and 
animals when a mosquito bite occurs. 

While most people infected with WNV 
have no symptoms of illness, some may 
become ill, usually three to 15 days after 
the bite of an infected mosquito. The 
virus may occasionally cause serious' 
complications. In some individuals, par- 
ticularly the elderly, the virus can cause 
muscle weakness, inflammation of the 
brain (encephalitis), stiff neck, stupor, 
disorientation, tremors, convulsions, 
paralysis, coma or death.

Q^l received a warning from my employer today which 
■ caught mc off guard. 1 am writing this lo you because I 
hope that you can tell mc what 1 sliould do about it. 1 work for 
(name withheld). I have been with the company for close to two 
years. I work with a project team of 5 people who for the most 
part all get along pretty well. Wc spend all our working hours 
during the day logetlier which almost dailyJncludcs our lunches 
and sometimes after hour socializing. 1 have lo admit, that It is 
difficult to have all personalities get along all the lime, and once 
in a while there may lie some friction. Wc usually get over It pret- 
ty quick and move on. Recently I was involved in a slight argu- 
ment with one of my co-workers over something that was not 
work related. While 1 have tried to keep this out of Ihc office, it 
apparently trickled In and caused mc to be called in to the man- 
agers office today, where I was also confronted by the head of 
Personnel. They informed nic that my attitude toward one of my 
team members had become quite visible and that U was both dis- 
ruptive and intimidating to the rest of the team. They told me that 
1 wos becoming a "water cooler topic" and I was basically told 
that if I didn't settle whatever differences 1 have with this person 
quickly, that 1 would be finding myself transferred out of the 
department or terminated from the company.

1 feel like I have been threatened; Please tell me 
what you think 1 should do, because the company did say "quick- 
ly", which 1 am taking to mean, nowl 

A I You didn't mention what your response was to the people 
■ who confronted you. Were they aware'of the a.c1ual situation 
or merely talking lo you in general that (hey>.hayer^^ alii* 
tudc problem. Did ihcy talk to tlic other person involved? Die) you 

bcciimc defensive or ptiint fingers or did you remain calm and take 
it all in? Did tlicy liave you sign somelhing outlining llus warning? 
Whether or not you received a written warning thai you had to sign 
or a verhal one, your company is giving you a hcad^s up that ihcy 
mean business. Obviously whatever tht: issue is th:ii the iwo of you 
may have, it needs lobe worked oul,or oncorbolh of you are going 
lo possibly find yourselves unemployed. In your letter you stated 
that you work together as a project learn. Team is Ihc key to this. A 
learn needs to perform like a well oiled chain. If a link fails In some 
way, then the chain fails. This disruption among your team is caus- 
ing more than Just a kink in the chain. Whatever or whoever the 
problem stems from, needs lo be delt with now. I would make an 
effort to approach the person and sec if (here is a time that you can 
sit down and calmly talk through this. If you can*t come to some 

agreement and bo civil to one another for 8 hours a day, then per-

haps one of you should apply for a transfer or find another place of 
employment bore the decision is made for you.

that many in the boating business feU was 
mediocre, hopes are high that this summer 
wiU be much different. According to area 
marinas, sales are already doing well, with 
the expectations tlaat business will be even better 
during the surhm^r'monJhs. 

In April, the water level on the Chain-O-Lakes was about a foot 
shallow, leaving people hesitant to bring out their boats. But accord- 
ing to Jerry McBreen of King's Island Marina Inc, water levels are 
back to normal, and business is booming. 

"Sales are way up," McBrccn said. "There are a lot of buyers out 
there right now. You can see people spending much more cash than 
they have previously." 

According to McBreen, a difference in boat styles can already be 
seen this season. The sizes of the boats are a little bit smaller, and 
everything is more posh then in previous years. 

"There is also more people buying overall, and using more cash 
than credit," McBreen added. 

Nancy Dogan of Spring Lake Marina in Antioch says that flood- 
ing is down on the Cliain-O-Lakes from last year, and that there are 
more people around the area than usual. 

'*We are expecting a better year, because there is a recession 
going on. Wlien there is a recession, generally people stay close to 
home and kind of spend their money in the place they live in," 
Dogan said. 

^Vv,:Jhe Chain-O-Lakes, also known as The Fox Chain, was given its

In 1990. the State of Illinois adopted llie U.S. Coast Guard's Aids 
to Navigation System (USATONS). This system allowed the use of 
safe water mark buoy which is a red and white vertical striped buoy 
and uses a quick (lashing white light on top. This buoy means safe 
water all around and is used to mark the mid channel of a waterway, 
and is commonly called a centerliiie biioy on the Fox Chain-O-I^es. 
This buoy is currently being used bh two lakes - Grass and Pistakee. 

The use of this buoy has been a success ia this system by giving 
ftoatera^ajWider channel to use, Instead of funneling the traffic into 
'fnarice'd Mrway (reds and greens), which often created unsafe con- 
ditions due to the heavy congestion of boaters trying to fit In the 
marked channels. Wlien approaching centerline boaters should pass 
to the right of the buoy - the easiest way to explain this to boaters is 
tliat the centerline buoy is similar to the yellow line on a highway. 

The Fox Chain-O-Lakes uses the lateral system, not the cardinal 
system. The lateral system is used to mark die sides of channels and 
llie common rules of red right return to port applies; 

r I 

• Red and white vertical striped buoy 

This buoy Is a safe watermark used to mark the mid-channel, com- 
monly called the centerline buoy. Wlien approaching this buoy the 
vessel must pass to die right of the buoy, leaving the buoy on her port 
side. When lit, this buoy flashes a quick flashing or Morse Code A 
white light. 

• Red buoy 

When "returning from the sea" or heading upstream, red buoys must 
be on your starboard side. Wlien leaving port or traveling down- 
stream the red buoy must be on your post side. The red buoy when 
lit flashes a red light. 

• Green buoy 

Wlien "returning froin sea" or heading upstream the green buoy 
must be on your port side. Wlien leaving port or heading down: 
stream tlie green buoy must be on your starboard side. The green 
buoy when lit flashes a green light. 

• White buoy with orange circle 

Is a controlled area buoy, i.e. marks no-wake areas.

Bike enthusiast's can now ride from 
Wadsworth to Lincolnshire along a 29-miIe 
trail tliat is adjacent to the Des Plaines River. 
The northern leg of the path, from 
y^dsworth to Washington Street in Gurnee, 
opened in 1989. The entire bike path has 
been planned since tlie 1970's. 

The 14-miIe southern portion of tlie path 
runs from Independence Grove Forest 
Preserve in Libertyyille to Half Day Road in 
Lincolnshire. The latest leg of the path is a 4- 



mile stretch connecting Washington Street to 
Independence Grove. 

The path joining the two legs is a 14- 
foot wide gravel path and includes a 500- 
foot wooden boardwalk along the river- 
bank at Route 120.

he Chain-O-Lakes are located 
approximately 40 miles north- 
west of Chicago, just south of the 
Illinois/Wisconsin border. 



i he Chain-O-Lakes, also called "The Fox Chain," consists of nine 

major lake basins thereby making it the largest inland recreational 
water area hi all of northeastern Illinois. The majority of the lakes 
reside in western Lake County and partially in McHenry County. 
They were given the name "Chain of Lakes" as they are connected by 
a series of channels, which allow travel from lake to lake. 




Xhe Chain-O-Lakes area was inhabited by central Algonquin tribes 

when Europeans first arrived in tliemid-lGOOs.Thepredominant tribes 

in tlie region at tliat time were llie Miami, MascoiUen and Potawatomi. 
These Native American groups led a semi-moblle lifestyle and grew 
corn, hunted, fished and gathered wild plant foods. Joliet and 
Marquette passed tlirougli what today is Chain-O-Lakes State Park in 
1673, as they traveled tlie Fox River during their Illinois explorations.

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olf season is here and as you look aticad do you wish you 
could improve that score just a little? Of course you do! 
Every golfer is on a quest for improved performance. 
Combining professional lessons with more practice is 
the most common approach and seems very logical. 
However, few golfers recognize the need for adding 
proper physical conditioning to ttieir regimen. 

According to Paul Hcheki author of Tlie Golf Biomechanic's 
Manual, "Amateur golfers achieve approximately 90 percent of their 
peak muscle activity when driving a golf ball. This is tlie same inten- 
sity as picking up a weight that can only be lifted four times before 
total fatigue. Yet golfers fail to consider that they strike the ball an 
average of 30 to 40 times before total fatigue.

tioning for such physical demands of their sport. The key condition- 
ing factors necessary' to improve ball flight (club face alignment, 
swing path, angle of attack, and speed) for every golfer are: (1) mus- 
cle balance and flexibility, (2) postural stability, (3) strength, and (4) 
power. 

All golfers agree that flexibility is a icey component. It is the num- 
ber one ingredient necessary for ail aspects of golf conditioning. 
Once necessary flexibility is gained and muscular balance is attained, 
stationary (static] and moving (dynamic) postural stability can be 
developed. This will provide a foundation for related movements 
such as bacIy^\^^^g and follow through, and gold speciflc exercises, as 
well as reduces iricidehl or risk of injury Strength training will follow 
stability work with functional exercises adaptable to the golf game. 
This can improve many muscular functions. Progressing to power the 
final phase of conditioning, this can help produce a farther drive. 

To truly improve performance in your golf game, you must first 
correct any underlying causes of injur)'. Although assessment often 
discovers these hidden problems and corrective exercise program 
focusing on l)alance, flexibility, stability, strength, and finally power 
can be implemented. 

Keep in mind, the fastest way to improve your golf score is (o 
improve you, the golfer. As stated by Chck, "It should come as no sur- 
prise to the reader that these ver>' principles apply not only to every 
athlete, but every human being; they are universal."
